Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The element of the signal distortion detector in the claims is not disclosed or 
supported by the specification for determining differences between the correlation 
measurements along the correlation curve that detects a signal distortion from the 
differences.
